INDIANS 
BUKNED. 


The Punishment Inflicted to r a 
Mo st Brutal Crime. 


A SEMINOLE UPRISING. 


It Is Feared as the Eesulto f the Pun­ 
ishment o f the Indian 
Fiends. 


M u s c o g e e , I. T., Jan. io.--A n 
alarm ing state of riot p revails in 
the Seminole nation, and unless 
immediate step s are tak en by the 
United States authorities a bloody 
Indian up rising may result. 
This is on account of the burn­ 
ing of two Indians by whites. 
Positive information was receiv­ 
ed last night by United States 
Marshal Leo E. Bennett that two 
Indians were burned at the stak e 
Saturday in the Canadian hills to 
the north of the Canadian river bv 
an armed band of white men. The 
Indians were susp ected of the bru­ 
tal murder and outrage of a white 
woman Janú ary i. 
They were overtak en and cap t­ 
ured after a p rolonged chase, and 
p ut to death with the most horrible 
tortures. 
They were tied to two 
small trees within a few feet of 
each other, their clothing saturated 
with oil and then set on fire. 
The Indians met death .with tfie 
,;stoicism of their race, but in fright­ 
ful agony , while a grim circle of 
avengers watched 
their terrible 
end. 
Late last night Dr. C. P. Linn, 
chief p hy sician of the Seminole na­ 
tion, telegrap hed to both Indian 
A gent Wisdom and Marshal Ben­ 
nett for assistance in quelling the 
state of war that p revails in the na­ 
tion. 
lie confirmed the news of 
the stak e burnings and gave the 
names of the sufferers, Lincoln Mc- 
Gresey and Palmer Samson, two 
y oung Seminó les. 
Both the Indians came from re­ 
sp ectable Seminole families, and 
their fearful death has aroused their 
friends and relatives to frenzy . 
Dr. Linn had just arrived from the 
scene of the burning, 
and states 
that both bodies were burned and 
mutilated in a most horrible m an­ 
ner, and are unrecognizable. 
He 
succeeded in mak ing arrangements 
to have the bodies buried with con­ 
siderable difficulty , as the avengers 
were loath to abate a jot of their 
revenge. 
Prom p t action will be tak en to 
p revent an up rising of the Indians 
and bring the p erp etrators of the 
outrage to justice. 
Thoroughly 
aroused and alarmed by the excesses 
of the armed bands of whites, who 
succeeded in learning the where­ 
abouts of Samp son and McGresey 
by torturing their relatives and 
friends, the Indians are arming for 
more effectual resistance, 
and a 
clash in which many lives may be 
lost, is imminent. 
In addition to 
Dep uty Marshals Jones and Beck ­ 
er, who were ordered to the scene 
of the disturbance some day s ago. 
Marshal Bennett will at once detail 
a number of his best men, headed, 
p robably , by Dud Ledbetter, to 
hasten into the Seminole nation. 
Bennett reached this conclusion 
after a consultation 
with Judge 
W m . M. Sp ringer and L. F. P ar­ 
k er, jr., assistant United States at­ 
torney , who are both in Musco­ 
gee. 
Judge Sp ringer has decided to 
order W alter T . 
Fears, United 


States Commissioner at Eufaula, 
to p roceed immediately to Wewo- 
k a, the cap ital of the Seminole N a ­ 
tion, and there hold an investiga­ 
tion into the causes of the stak e 
burnings. 
Park er left for South 
McAlester last night on his way to 
the scene of the trouble, where he 
will conduct 
the 
investigation. 
Colonel New M. Wisdom, United 
States Indian Agent for the Five 
Tribes, has wired J. W . Ellis, cap ­ 
tain of the Indian p olice, to p ro­ 
ceed at once to W ewok a with all 
the men he can collect on short no­ 
tice. 
All the authorities here rec­ 
ognize that the situation is nearer 
bordering up on a dangerous up ris­ 
ing than any in recent y ears and 
are tak ing p romp t measures to 
qCtcjiUit. 
This trouble grew out of the 
brutal murder and outrage of Mrs. 
Mary Leard January i. 
She re­ 
mained up on a small ranch in the 
Canadian hills while her husband 
went to Maude for some sup p lies. 
W ith her were her three small chil­ 
dren, aged from 2 to 6 y ears. 
In 
the afternoon, while Mrs. 
Leard 
was work ing about the little y ard, 
an Indian, sup p osed at the time to 
be a vagabond Comanche, shot her 
through the body with his W in­ 
chester. 
She fell to the ground in 
full view of her screaming babes, 
who were afraid to leave the house/ 
The Indian and a comp anion then 
maltreated the woman in a horrible 
manner and left her to die. 
She 
was unable to do more than crawl 
a few y ards towards the house be­ 
fore death came to her relief. 
All 
that night, the next and the fol­ 
lowing night did the corp se lie in 
the vard. 
In the little shantv the 
hungry 
and motherless children 
wep t out their hop elessness and 
grief, while next day a drove of 
hogs fed up on the remains.

Under the law 
the p risoner will be sentenced to be 
hanged, but will p robably end his 
day s in 
the 
state 
p enitentiary . 
Owing to the age of the [irisoner 
and the length of time tliut has 
elap sed since the crime, the trial 
has caused more than usual interest. 
The history of the crime, arrest 
and trial is a p eculiar one. 
On October 22, iSq.p the p ar­ 
tially decomp osed body of a y oung 
man was found in a field a mile 
south of the city by a farmer’s boy . 
A bullet hole ill the back of the 
head showed that 
a 
murder liail 
been committed. 
After the liody 
had been brought to the morgue it 


admitted 
Swotford 
Iiis money . 
A t the 
crime hinch was but 19 y ears old, 
while Dixon was only 17, and the 
victim about 20. After the murder, 
Linch, while acting as news agent 
for \ an

Bros., 
ran 
be­ 
tween Kansas City and Jop lin, on 
the Kansas City ,*^ Fort Scott and 
^Memp his road, daily p assing over 
the sp ot where, but a short time 
betö re, he had fired the shot that 
had tak en a human life. 
The ver- 
ilict returned was received with 
universal satisfaction, owing to the 
fact that a number ot my sterious 
murders have been committed in 
and near this city during the last 
few y ears, 
the ^ p erp etrators of 
which have never been brought to 
justice.

It is hop ed, however, that 
the p romp t arrival of the United 
States marshals and Indian p olice 
will p revent an up rising of the In­ 
dians to revenge the wanton acts 
of the white mob. 


GIRL TIED TO A TREE. 


Assaulted By Two Men and Left to 
Die ill a Swamp. 


L vnnî, Mass., Jan. 10.— Annie 
Phinney , aged 23, of Haverhill, 
well dressed and good look ing, was 
found tied to a tree in the Sw^amp - 
scott woods y esterday , where she 
had 
been 
left to die by 
two 
strangers, who had enticed her to 
a roadhouse and drugged her with 
p oisoned liquor. 
She told her res­ 
cuers a tale of terrible abuse, and 
the p olice are searching for her 
brutal assailants. 


y oung man of Paohi, had made to 
relatives in Paola and a woman of 
bad rep utation in Kansas City .

W’^heeler swore out a 
warrant for Finch, and aftp r two 
week s’ search located and arrested 
him 
in a show' tent at

In the meantime Bert Dixon,also 
of Paola, had been connected with 
the murder and arrested. He made 
a full confession and told of the 
murder as follow\s : 
“ Sw'oil'ord and I met Finch in 
the city ' p ark at Paola. 
Finch saw 
Sw'otYord p ay a doctor some money 
and that he had a little roll left. 
SwmtTord and 
1 lett that night, 
going to Swofford’s home at Pied­ 
mont, Mo. 
A t Fort Scott, while 
we were in a restaurant. Finch 
came in. 
He had come dowm on 1 
the same freight train wfitli us, hut 
in another car. 
Finch 
w'unted 
Sw'offord to p ay for liis lunch, but 
Sw'offord refused. 
It was then 
about 10 o’clock at night, 
and 
Swofford and I started to walk 
south along the railroad track . 
W hen near the fair grounds we sat 
down to rest and wait for a train. 
“ In a few minutes Finch came by 
and slip p ing behind Swofford shot 
him in the head, k illing him in­ 
stantly . 
I started to run,but Finch 
stop p ed me and threatened to k ill 
me if I didn’t help him carry the 
body into a field or if I ever told of 
the murder. 
Finch searched the 
body and took 
what money he

Mills building was considerably 
damaged and the smok estack blown 
down. 
The front of A. W alran’s 
je%vclry ' store w'as blow'ii in, and a 
number of small buildings unroofed 
and chimney s demolished.

Sellers, the city marshal, wdio was
